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This is a pſalm by itſelf, like none of the reſt; it ex- 
cels them all, and ſhines brighteſt in this conſtella- 
tion. It is much longer than any of them; more 
than twice as long as any of them. It is not niak- 
ing long prayers that Chriſt cenſures, but making 
them for a pretence; which. intimates, that they 
are in themſelves good and commendable. It ſeems 
to me to be a collection of David's pious and de- 
1 vout ejaculations, the ſhort «nd ſudden breathings 
and elevations of his foul to God, which he wrote 
down as they occurred, and, towards the latter end 
of his time, gathered them out of his day-book 
where they lay ſcattered, added to them wany like 
words, and digeſted them into this pſalm, in which 
there is ſeldom auy xoherence between the verſes, 
but, Jike Solomon's proverbs, it is a cheſt of gold 
rings, not a chain of gold links. And we may not 
only learn, by the pſalmiſt's example, to accuſtom 
_ ourſelves to ſuch pious ejaculations, which are as 
= excz}lent means of, maintaining conſtant communion 
_ with God,, and keeping the beart in frame for the 
1 onde 2 ber of religion, but we muſt make 
uſe of the pſalmiſt's words, both for the exciting 
aud for thefexpreſſing of our devout affections: and 
ts. is true what ſome have ſaid of this pſalm, He 
that ſhall read it confiderately, it will either 
worm him, or fhame him.“ (I.) The compo- 
ſure of it is ſingular and very nice. It is divided 
into twenty-two parts, according to the number of 
the letters of the Hebrew alphabet, and each part 
= conſiſts of eight verſes; all the verſes of the firſt 
1 part beginning with Aleph, all the verſes of the 
ſecond with Beth, and ſo on, without any flaw 
throoghour the whole pſalw.

The 
general ſcope and deſign of it is to magnify the law, 
and make it honourable ; to ſet forth the-exceHency 
and uſefulneſs of divine. revelation, and to recom- - 
mend it to us, not only for the entertainment, bu:
